MORE SCHOLARSHIPS 
ADVOCATED.

WORK AT PALLASK ENRY 
COLLEGE. 
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From Ove AGRICULTURAL CoRRESPONDENT. 


_ With their world-wide experience of teach- 
ing in 700 schools—100 of which are devoted 
to agriculture—the Salesian Fathers were in- 
vited to establish a college in this country. 
They responded by taking over the beautiful 
property of Copsewood, Pallaskenry, County 
Limerick, in 1920, with the special object of 
agad with agriculture, in addition to com- 
mercial and literary subjects. Since it was 
recognised by the Department of Agriculture 
in 1925, the college at Copsewood has made 
steady progress as a centre of agricultural 
teaching. The training which boys receive 
there enables them to take part in the work 
of their own farms, and so avoid irritating 
labour troubles. In a word, it tends to 
create a better relationship between masters 
and men. Another advantage of a scientific 
education in agriculture is that it enables 
farmers to make ends meet in lean times, such 
as we are passing through at present. 
TO MAKE FARMING PAY. 

During a visit to this County Limerick 
college recently, I found that the main object 
is to educate the boys in such a way that 
they can run their own farms on paying lines. 
For this course boys are taken from 14} to 
164 years of age, and they must have finished 
their elementary education. At present there 
are twodozen pupils in the agricultural classes. 
and the fact that much of their training will 
be practical should stand them in good stead. 
There are upwards of a hundred past students 
now on their own farms in different parts of 
the country. A,few have gone on to the 
universities at Dublin and Cork to study for 
the degree of Bachelor in Agricultural 
Science, 

Most of the students come from medium- 
sized farms. They see here how the produc- 
tive capacity of the land can be improved 50 
per cent. by the use of artificial fertilisers 
during a period of four years. It is hoped, 
in course of time, to get at the sons of the 
smallest farmers, and give them the benefit of 
any knowledge obtained by way of experience 
and otherwise. Hitherto such boys have 
been able to take advantage of modern agri- 
cultural education only through the medium 
of grants. 

In the opinion of the Very Rev. P. B. 
McConville, Rector of Copsewood, agricul- 
tural education is not appreciated as it should 
be. He does not believe that ten per cent. 
of the community is alive to the advantage 
and necessity of agricultural education such 
as can be obtained in colleges such as this. 
In England and Scotland the percentage 
would probably be 25. 

SELF-SACRIFICE WANTED. 

“ There is,” said Father McConville, ‘‘ too 
much time and attention given by farming 
people to race meetings and card tables to 
let them prosper. Until you get a certain 
amount of self-sacrifice, farming cannot give 
the best results. If the farmer would work 
two-thirds as hard as the business man he 
would not often fall on lean times.” 

Continuing, he Sid that throughout the 
country, although there is not a great amount 
of money, they never had better stock. This 
is the result of the Department's stock-breed- 
ing schemes, and also of recent legislation 
regarding the licensing of bulls. Eventually 
this will be advantageous to farmers as a 
whole. How long the revival will take to 
come one cannot prophesy; but there can be 
no doubt that stock of good quality will yield 
a substantial profit. . 

There is a strong feeling among educa- 
tionists that if the Government would 
oe agricultural training, as it has 
iterary training, the country would reap the 
benefit in a very short time. In Father 
McConville’s opinion, there should be more 
scholarships, and they ought to be more 
valuable 7 ta at present. It should not be a 
question of £20 a year. This, he believes, 
would bring out a better type of student, and 
if boys knew that they were sure of a liveli- 
hood in agriculture b4 would cease to 
emigrate. In many cases farmers fail because 
their brains, and often their hands, are not 


trained. 
EXTENT OF FARM. 

The farm comprises 152, acres, of which 80 
are arable land. There are 29 acres under 
corn, 25 under wheat and oats, a similar 
acreage under roots, six under potatoes, and 
16 under first crop’ meadow. A Fordson 
tractor is extensively used in the tillage 
of kona Brother Joseph, who has charge 
of the farm, informed me that this tractor can 
r day of eight hours.

In the grain loft were prime samples of 
this season’s wheat and oats, eighteen acres 
of which were threshed in four days by a 
Garvie mill with 30-inch drum, worked by a 
6 h.p. Fairbanks engine. In this connection, 
mention may be made of the grain variety 
experiments carried out. These resulted in 
very good samples of Victory 2 and Banner 
Tartary 9 oats, which stood particularly well. 
Yeoman proved the best wheat. The spacious 
hay shed, built by Thompson Bros., Wex- 
ford, is now full, and located most conveni- 
ently to the cattle sheds. 

MILK RECORDS. 

In order to facilitate the keeping of milk 
records, the cows are brought in at milking 
time, and the byres are so arranged that the 
animals can be fed without trouble. The 24 
stalls run across the shed with two sets of 
mangers, divided by a short passage for feed- 
ing purposes. There is ample ventilation and 
light, the plan of the shed having been 
approved by the Department of Agriculture. 

hen the milk has been weighed, it is 
separated and taken to the permanent dairy, 
where the cream is converted into butter for 
the use of the community. 
PIGS AND POULTRY. 

Closé by are the well constructed piggeries, | 
where large white boars and sows of a good 
type are kept. One sow, which won at New- 
castle West Show, has to her credit a litter 
that realised £146. In addition, there are 
some promising bonhams coming on as 
porkers. 

Three breeds of fowl are kept—-White 
Wyandotte, White Leghorn and Rhode Island 
Red—the total number of birds now on the 
farm being 300. Large grass runs are pro- 
vided, and early this season trap-nesting 
operations were started. As dual purpose 
birds, White Wyandottes have given most 
satisfactory results, but Rhode Island Reds 
are hard to beat for table purposes. The 
trap-nesting house is rat proof and damp 
proof, admirably lighted om ventilated. 

At the head of the herd stands the good 
red bull, Talbot Hall Pride, bred by Mr. P. 
J. Roche, Wexford. There are also in evi- 
dence here a couple of very useful bail cabves. 

A fruit and vegetable garden of about two 
acyes in extent is worked in connection with 
the College, the surplus produce being dis- 
posed of outside. This year, as in other 
sa of the country, apples were a particu- 
arly good crop. 

“OLD BOYS'" REUNION.

JUSTICE AND MAGNA 
CHARTA.

In the Deblin District Court yesterday, 
before Mr. Little, Charles Davis (21), of 
17 Lower Mounttown Cottages,

day, murdered his father, Charles Davis (48), 
by shooting him with a revolver, inflicting 
wounds in the chest and left arm. <A low- 
sized, dark-complexioned man, the accused 
appeared quite cool, and listened attentively 
to the evidence and the remarks of the 
magistrate. 

Superintendent Kelleher, who, with In- 
spector O'Riordan, had charge of the case, 
stated that, at Kingstown Police Station, Fh 
accused man, having been cautioned, repliéd: 
“1 done it.” i 

Mr. David O'Flaherty (Chiel Btate Bolici- 
tor's Department), who prosecuted, said that 
he did not propose to go «ny further that 
day, and asked for a week’s remand. 

LISERTY OF THE SUBJECT. 

The Justice— Do you propose to conclude 
the evidence this day week ! 

Mr. O’Flaherty—lI think so. 

Superintendent Kelleher—There is every 
probability. 5 

The Justice—In matters of the capital 
charge the subject must be considered—the 
liberty of the subject and the gravity of the 
charge. And, for my part, if any intimation 
were conveyed to me that there should be 
any delay in disposing, one way or the other, 
of a charge of such gravity, I would cop- 
sider it my duty to appoint a special day, 
and to sit without gg aang i to hear the 
entirs case, and to 
or the other, so far as in me lay, on that 
occasion. : 

“ My object in saying that," the Justice 
added, "'is to draw attention to the fact that, 
under Magna Charta, the subject is entitled 
to have a grave charge disposed of one way 
or the other without delay. And it would 
not be the duty of a District Justice—I say 
that speaking for myself—to grant ra 
adjournments, or to make occasions his 
own convenience to grant frequent adjourn- 
ments of a capital charge from one day's 
Court to another, and so indefinitely to have 
the charge overhanging the subjec’. 


RELATIVE POWERS. 

“While I am upon the subject [ think 
it is not out of place to refer to what has 
been stated to be a difficulty arising out of 
the Courts of Justice Act, whereby a Peace 
Commissioner, it was stated, can remand 

risoners in custody for a whole month, while 
District Justices can only remand in custody 
for fourteen days. 

“I do not think that either proposition 
is true in law. A Peace Commissioner can 
only remand a prisoner in custody to the 
next sitting of the District Court, to be held 
at the nearest place in which a sitting in 
that district is held. And, in my opinion— 
and I shall hold it until I am corrected—it 
is not to the rext sitting to be held within 
a particular sub-area, but a any place in 
that area. 

“ As to the statement that a District Jus- 
tice can remand in -ustody for fourteen days, 
my view of the Act is that he can remand 
only to the next Court, or for a period of 
fourteen days—whichever shall be shorter. 

‘The liberty of the subject is the para- 
mount consideration in these matters, and it 
would be a violation, as I have stated, of the 
principles of Magna Charta if you were to 
tela unduly the construction of any 
Statute affecting the liberty of the subject. 
Remand one week in custody.”’ 


“NO DELAY.” 

The Justice added: ‘‘ There is no such 
provision as a remand in custody for one 
month in the Courts cf Justice Act. If there 
were, it would be a violation of the Con- 
stitution. Any such provision in any rule 
or regulation made by a subordinate body 
is undoubtedly null and void."’ | 

Mr. O’Flaherty—No delay, you can take 
it, your worship, will occur. 

The Justice—I feel quite certain that that 
is so. 

The accused man was then remanded until 
Friday next at 2 p.m. 


VICTIM’S WAR WOUNDS. 


QUARRELS. WITH WIFE. 


Extraordinary evidence was adduced at the 
inquest on Charles Davis, which was held 
last evening by Dr. J. P. Brennan, Coroner 
for South County Dublin, in Monkstown 
Hospital, where the body hes. 

The first witness was the deceased man’s 
eldest son, Eugene Davis, who said that he 
last saw hie father alive on Tuesday week. 
and could throw no light on the cause of his 
death. 

Mrs. Julia Davis, widow, was next called. 
She said that on Thursday, between 12 and 
one o’clock, her husband was in their home 
at 17 Lower Mounttown Cottages and was 
quarrelling with her. Her two boys, John 
and Charles, were present, and she was pre- 

ring their dinner. When she was giving 
it to them her husband said that he would 
take her life. He caught at a knife on the 
table and said that he would stick it in her. 
Before he could take up the knife she got it 
herself, Her husband then went back a step 
or two and sat on a trunk. She went back 
to the gas cooker to get the boys’ dinner. 

She was doing that when she heard a shot 
fired in the house. Then she heard other. 
shots. 

The witness went on to say that since he 
came back from the war her husband had 
not treated her well. 

In reply to Superintendent Kelleher, Mrs. 
Davis said that when she heard the shot she 
saw her husband get up from the box and 
stagger to the door. She saw Charles holding 


a revolver. 
BOY'S STORY. 

John Joseph Davis, son of the dead man, 
said that he Ri with his mother’s state- 
ment. “We had been leading a terrible 
life,” he said, ‘‘because of my father’s 
treatment, and threats to my mother.” His 
father was continually saying: “I will take 
your life.’”” On Wednesday, when the witness 
came home to dinner he saw his mother at 
the top of the road, and she said that his 
father had been hitting her. On Thursday 
a) heard shots in the house and more out: 
side. 

“I saw my father sitting on a box in the 
room. When I heard the shot my father 
umped up and ran to the door. I was dazed 
or the moment. Then I went to the door 
and canght Charley by the arm. I did not 
know what to do. 

“I looked out and saw my father lying on 
the path. I got a pillow and put it under 
his head. As far as I know he was bleeding 
from the mouth and nose.” 

Shortly afterwards the ambulance came and 
took his father away, the witness added. 

UNDER [{EDICAL TREATMENT. 

The Coroner—Did you see a revolver! 

The Witness—‘‘I saw a revolver in 

Charley's hand when I went to the door.” 
He went on to say that his father had been 
under medical treatment in London. 
He had had some wounds in the head, and 
aften appeared to me mad. He had to go 
to the Ministry of Pensions in Mount street 
every Monday for treatment. 

In reply to Superintendent Kelleher, the 
witness said that he saw his father strike his 
mother some months ago. He never saw a 
revolver. in his brother 's possession before the 
day of the shooting. He did not think that 
his brother could have had a revolver with- 
out his knowledge. 

In reply to the Coroner, the witness said 
that he did not know what doctor had treated 
his father at Mount street. 

The Coroner inquired whether the jury 
would like to hear the evidence from the 
medical practitioners who were looking after 
the man.

DR. A. M, MAHR ON THE 
NATIONAL MUSEUM.

OUR SPLENDLD CELTIC 
COLLECTION. 


- 


It is hardly too much to say that we in 
Ireland have but a hazy idea of the value 
of our National Museum in Kildare street, 
Dublin. Its importance, however, is fully 
recognised among people of culture in every 
capital in Europe. | 

Dr. Adolf Maria Mahr, the recently 
appointed keeper of the Irish Antiquities 
Section of the Museum, a very <listinguished 
Austrian archeologist, was good enough to 
give an /rish Times representative some of 
his opinions on that part of the Museum of 
which he is in charge as successor to the 
late Dr, Bremer, 

“The Irish antiquities division of this 
Museum,” he said, '' contains ae a nn 
the very highest importance for the study o 
peahisterio Europe. Fa he gold collection is 
second only to that in the Museum in Athens, 
where are housed the finds of the famous 
German archwologist, Schliemann, during 
the course of his excavations at Mycene. 
What gives the section its special value is 
that it presents a more or Jess uninterrupted 
connection from the earliest times down to 
the medimval period, a connection that is 
archwological evidence that the tradition of 
Ireland's past goes back further than that 
of any other European country.” 

“It is well-known that many parts of 
Europe were formerly inbabited by peoples 
which in all probability did not belong to 
the Aryan stock; but here in Ireland the pre- 
Aryan traditions were not so broken up as 
they were in other countries. The Irish 
traditional literature, which is the intrinsic 
complement of archwological objects, is the 
only one in alt Europe which butlds a bridge 
between pre-Aryan Europe and the Europe 
of to-day. That gives the universal import- 
ance to Ireland’s prehistoric collection. As 
EA gun Macalister pointed out in his re- 
c it paper on ‘Some Unsolved Problems in 
Irish Archwology,’ there is much in general 
European archeology which awaits solution, 
or some important contributions towards 
solution to come from Irish archeology.” 

A CULTURAL PROVINCE. 

“The fact that the late Dr. Bremer, 
while in charge of the antiquities in 
this Museum, was offered the Pre- 
historic chair in the University of 
Berlin, the first Prehistoric chair in 
Germany, indicates how much Irish arche- 
ological work is appreciated in that country. 
Ireland's importance for European archeology 
is also due to the fact that it forms a connect- 
ing link between the different civilisations on 
the Atlantic shores of Europe. From the re- 
motest times, there existed the closest con- 
nection with Spain and Portugal on one side 
and Scandinavia on the other. Ireland was 
not, as it was regarded in more recent times, 
an outpost of European culture, but was itself 
& very important cultural province amongst 
widespread coltural relations,”’ 

‘‘ There is still another point of view which 
is not to be forgotten, and it is that Ireland, 
notwithstanding that it was not the cradle of 
the Celtic stock, was its stronghold in the 
times of the Celtic decline in other countries, 
and offers us to-day the best opportunity for 
study of the Celtic mind in its noblest ex- 
pression. In the far past there were three 

iods in which Ireland exercised a weighty 
influence on the other countries of Europe. 
The first was the early bronze age, when gold 
from Ireland spread itself into many parts of 
Europe. The second and third flourishing 
periods were the late Celtic and early Christian 
—the time when [Ireland's cultural influence 
overshadowed nearly the whole of Middle and 
Northern Europe, the time of the missionary 
activity, which earned for the country the 
name ' Island of Saints and Scholars.’ ere 
is on the Continent no branch of collected 
studies of the early Christian period which 
will not earlier or later bring the student up 
against Irish history and Irish art.” : 

“These few indications will suffice to give 
a rough idea of Ireland's importance in the 
general study of the past of Europe. There 
must also. be taken into account the unaport- 
ance of the native archmology for the people 
of Ireland itself. Not only is Ireland's 
arc y of higher importance, from the 
point of view of the national spirit than else- 
where in Europe, but it is from archeological 
evidences that we may expect an explanatioe 
of the complements that went to make the 
Irish blood-mixture, with its consequent 
cheracteristics. If we start from the pre- 
Aryan inhabitants of the British Isles, and, 
remembering that the later admixture of blood 
in Great Britain and in Ireland was mainly 
a difference of percentage, the difference in 
national characteristics in the peoples of the 
two islands must be attributed to some earlier 
influences going back into a past more remote 
than we can imagine to-day.’ 

IRELAND'S STONE AGE. 

“This brings ts to the a eon of Ireland’s 
stone age, of which, as Professor Macalister 

ints out in the paper I have referred to, we 

now practically nothing. There is still to be 
sett! the question whether Ireland was 
inhabited during the ice ages, and how 
how far the transition into the new stone age 
culture in Ireland is to be regarded or dis- 
regarded. From this arise questions about 
the origin and direction of immigration of the 
new stone age races and of the subsequent 
immigrations. Of no less importance are the 
questions of the late new stone age and those 
of the bronze age culture, calied, on the 
Atlantic shores, the megalithic. Ireland pos- 
sesses monuments at New Grange, Dowth, 
and other places, which are not alone the 
noblest of their kind, but are of the utmost 
importance to archwological study the world 
over.” 

‘* Without going farther into details, it will 
be gathered that the national collection of 
antiquities housed here is of particular im- 
portance both for Ireland itself and for the 
civilised world. A lot of work remains to be 
done to fulfil the programme of this country’s 
national collection. Excavation must be 
undertaken systematically. The excavations 
carried out by Professor Macalister at 
Uisneach will, I am informed, be continued, 
and that will be followed by similar research 
in other parté of the country. The bogs of 
Ireland d a lot of ‘finds,’ and the 
numerous ring forts and crannogs await 
systematic exploration. The national col- 
lection has to end far too much on acciden- 
tal finds. That must | pemedied by 
systematic research. We know nothing, for 
instance. or nearly nothing, about what the 
people of the bronze age wore as clothing, 
but the bogs of Denmark and of Sweden fur- 
nished much evidence of thé bodily appear- 
ance and the dress of the people of that age. 
We can with confidenre hope that similar in- 
formation will be gathered in the bogs «f 
Ireland. I can also hope that in the Irish 
bogs will be found Viking ships as famous as 
those of Gokstad and Oseberg, in Scandinavia, 
The Museum can boast of a fine collection of 
ancient canoes which must be exhibited to 
the public. Of great. importance, too, will he 
the establishment of a real record office of 
what his been brought to light, and of all 
non-movable monuments, such as stone 
circles, dwellings. burials, etc. 

“HE OUTSTANDING FEATURE. 

“The whole .:ork of the Irish Antiquities 
Section of the Museum is in urgent need of 
legislation or regulations for a monumental 
survey of country. \The outstandin 
feature of Ireland's cultural development an 
of her position in the civilised d may he 
stated thus: She is not the cradle of the 
Celtic stock, but she was its foremost strong- 
hold at the time of the decline of the Celts 
elsewhere; she is the most wonderful artistic 
province of the Celtic spirit, its centre of 
missionary en ise, its last e; pre- 
eminently the Celtic country. Ire is now 
the «aly seit. ing te with an un. 
interrupted Celtic tradition, and has the duty 
of becoming the country fo“ Celtic studies.” 

“This i admitted, in conclusion, I 
would express the view that a museum's 
activity implies educational work done for the

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£250 FOR MAN WHO 
WAS TARRED. 


SEQUEL TO RAIDON A 
DUNDALK HOUSE, 


——— 


At Dundalk Cireuit Court, mg Parks, 
a Dundalk builder, claimed £1, for per- 
sonal injuries received on Sunday; 26th June, 
when he was tarred by a party of armed 
men. In connection with the offence a num- 
ber of young men have returned for 
trial to. the Central Criminal Court in Dublin. 
Mr. G. 8. Campbell (instracted by Messrs. 
Dickie, Coulter and Hamill) appeared for the 
applicant, and Mr. P. J. Roe penracied by 
Mr. Daniel O'Connell) for the Louth County 
Council. 

Mr. Parks deposed that he wouk!l be 75 
next birthday. On the 30th May, 1926, his 
house in the Fair Green had been raided by 
armed men and ammunition taken away. 
Men were convicted of this raid and were 
sentenced, and he had given evidence against 
them at the various trials. On Sunday, June 
26th last, when coming from church he was 
kidnapped by five armed men. After being 
blindfotded he was taken away in a motor 
car. He asked one of the ty why he was 
being treated like that, the man replied: 
“We will put you from giving evidence.” 
When the motor car stopped he was taken 
out, stripped of all his clothes except his 
trousers, and hot tar was poured on his back, 
shoulders and chest. One of the men asked 
if the tar was hot enough, and another re- 

lied that it was. The pain was ¢errible. 

e was. taken away again in the motor car 
and then left on the roadside, from which 
he walked to a cottage where he berrowed a 
coat and walked home. He had been unable 
to leave his room for seven weeks, and even 
yet had never left the house after dark. He 
found it very difficult to sleep, and constantly 
had dreams of fighting with men and things 
like that. He often shouted and cried at 
night. Previous to the raid he had been 
one of the healthiest men in Dundalk. He 
still had the scars from the burning tar on 
his back. 

DOCUMENTS DELIVERED AT HOUSE. 

Two documents which had been delivered 
at his house since were ruled out by the 


judge. 
rs. Parks deposed that when her husband 
was being kidnap she and the maid were 
“é in the kitchen by two men with re- 
volvers. She asked one oí them what they 
were doing with her husband, and he replied 
that he would be back in an hour. She 
asked them if she was to believe that, and 
he told her that the statement was made on 
the honour of the Irish Republic. Referrin 
to the previous raid, she asked the man i 
he thought it right to enter another's house 
and steal, and he replied: ' You had ammuni- 
tion in the house, and many a man was shot 
for less.” Dealing with her husband's condi- 
tion, she stated that when she met him on 
the Sunday afternoon he was covered with 
tar and terribly weak. An hour was spent 
taking the tar off, and the body was all 
burned and blistered. When they were tak- 
ing the tar off he almost collapsed. He looked 
ten years older than before this attack. 
Sergeant Rahilly said that he had helped 
to clean Mr. Parks, who. was certainly iu a 
shocking state. He had been stripped to 
the waist, and his trousers held up by having 
his braces tied round him. Afterwards por- 
tion of his clothes were found on the North 


arch. 

Dr, Gill said that the burning and blistering 
had a depressing effect on the man's health, 
aud he must have suffered agonies when he 
was blindfolded, not knowing what was com- 
ing next. 

r. O'Hagan was also examined, and Mr. 
Roe, for the County Council, said that while 
they were opposing the claim, they all con- 
demned the shocking outrage which had been 
committed. He urged that the application 
did not come within the section, and that the 
injuries which Mr. Parks had received could 
not be described as maimings, quoting the 
Yermanagh case of Scarlett in support of this 
contention. 

Judge Doyle said Mr. Parks had been the 
victim of atrocious and unchristian treatment, 
but, having regard to the fact that criminal 
proceedings were pending, it was at the moment 
undesirable that he should say more. He 
held that he came within the section, that 
the cause of the outrage had been the fact 
that Mr. Parks gave evidence in criminal 
prosecutions, and that the injuries were maim- 
mgs. He awarded for personal injuries 
and £12 for damage to clothing. 


DEATH IN A SANDPIT.

CORONER’S INQUEST IN

inquest on Thomas Fitzgerald, of Edmonds- 
town, Rathfarnham, who was suffocated by 
a fall of sand while he was working there on 

tember 28th. 

e inquest, which was held by Dr. 
Brennan, Coroner for County Dublin, South, 
and a jury, bad been adjourned for expert 
opinion, 

At the resumed inquest last night, Mr. 
Michael Lavin, inspector of mines and 
uarries for the Department of Industry and 
ommerce, stated that he found that the pit 
where Fitzgerald met his death was 24) feet 
deep, and was overhung with marl. Because 
of the overhanging the pit was dangerous 
to those working there. In his opinion there 
should be some steps taken to prevent the re- 
currence of similar accidents 

A juror said that the pit was a perfect 
death-trap. Mr. Lavin said that he was in- 
formed that the deceased was lifting sand on 
hig own account, and was his own employer 
at the time 


The jury found that death was caused by } 


asphyxia, the result of an accidental fall of 
sand. They added a maer that the pit was 
improperly worked, and the accident could 
have been avoided by proper supervision.

THE ILLUMINATION OF THE BOXES. 


The new telephone boxes provide a service 
that makes membership of the Automobile 
Association of greater value to those who 
support the organisation with their subserip- 
tions, as, of course, their use will be exclu- 
sively confined to those who hold keys. The 
two boxes now in operation may be taken 
as an indication of the intention of the Auto- 
mobile Association to extend their services 
as their Irish membership increases, and it 
is in the interest of every member to provide 
himself with a key, so as to be in a position 
to make use of the telephone boxes when 
the necessity to do so arises. 

A list giving the telephone numbers of 
the nearest Automobile Association office, 
police station and doctor, the nearest hotels 
on either side, and the numbers of other 
telephone subscribers likely to be useful to 
anyone making an enmiergency call, will be 
found in every box.

THE ANNUAL VISITATION. 


The two hundred and seventeenth annual 
visitation of Marsh’s Library, Dublin, was 
held yesterday afternoon in the reading-room 
of the Library. 

The Governors present were:—The Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, the Dean of Christ Church 
Cathedral, the Dean of St. Patrick's, and 
the. Provost of Trinity College. An apology 
for non-attendance was receive. from His 
Grace the Primate. The library-keeper, Dr. 
White, and the assistant librarian, Mr. N. 
B. White, M.A., were in attendance. 

At the last visitation the Governors 
authorised the printing and publication of 
“An Account of Archbishop Marsh's 
Library,” by Dr. White, with an appended 
“ Note on Autographs,’’ by the assistant 
librarian. 

Dr. White now 


~eports that this little 
history of the library was published by 
Messrs. Hodges and Figgis, price one 
shilling, before the end of 1926. Copies of 
it have been presented to over fifty of the 
most important libraries in Great Britain, 
Ireland, America, and France; and a few 
have been sold to the public. 

The publication in 1926 of Pollard and 
Redgrave's Short-Tithe Catalogue of English 
Books, printed before 1641, has brought some 
of the treasures of Marsh's Library to the 
knowledge of bibliophiles al over the world. 
This great work is based on the printed 
catalogues of about 150 libraries, and is, 
therefore, fairly, though not completely, 
exhaustive. The compilers have made full 
use of the short-title catalogue of early- 
printed books in Marsh’s Library, published 
in 1905 by the Bibliographical Society. A 
a of the cost of this publication was 

ne by the Governors. 

At a subsequent date, 1909, the loan col- 
lection of books from the Cashel Diocesan 
Library found a home in this place; and 
this includes no fewer than six publications 
of which no mention is made by Pollard and 
Redgrave, and which must, therefore, be of 
extreme rarity. No less than eleven of 
Pollard and Redgrave’s ' unique ' books are 
in the Cashel loan collection. One piece 
mentioned in ow printed catalogue seems, 
so far as the authority of Pollard and Red- 
gravé is concerned, to be is This is 
a tiny four-paged tract by Cardinal Wolsey, 
instructing the te chers of the school at 
Ipswich how to make practical use of Dean 
Colet’s Latin Grammar. This is dated 1539, 
and was bound up with t a fourth edition 
of the grammar of the same dats. 

Mr. N. B. White called attention to a 
curious variation between two copies of a 
work by the tev. Peter Walsh (1618-1688), 
a learned Franciscan, who, at. the Restora- 
tion, endeavoured 1; persuade the Roman 
Catholic clergy of Ireland to take the oath 
of allegiance to Charles I]. The work is 
entitled ‘‘The History and Vindication of 
the Loyal Formulary or Irish Remonstrance, 
so graciously received by His Majesty, 
anno 1661,” 

The book was published in 1674. The 
Library possesses two copies, one of which 
is a imperfect. The introduction in the 
imperfect copy differs in certain details from 
that in the perfect one, and would seem to 
be an early draft, subsequently revised. The 
point is of some slight interest to historians 
and bibliographers. 

“In our purchases of books for the 
library we have kept in view the desir- 
ability of recovering rare and interesting 
works which disappeared from our shelves 
in the good old times, and copies of nine 
such have been restored.”’

South African Problems. 


The South African Parliament met 
yesterday in circumstances for which the 
Union’s history affords no precedent. They 
have a special interest for citizens of the 
Free State, since there is some likeness in 
the provisions which the two Constitutions 
make for cases of conflict between their 
Upper and Lower Chambers. Article 38 
of the Free State Constitution ordains that 
the Senate may delay any bill passed by 
the Dáil, except a money bill, for 270 
days, after which time the bill “shall be 
deemed to be passed by both Houses in the 
form in which it was last passed by Dáil 
Eireann.” The same Article authorises 
the Senate to convene by resolution a joint 
meeting of both Houses which may discuss, 
but may not vote upon, a disputed bill. 
In South Africa the Act of Union provides 
that, when the two Houses fail to agree, 
a disputed bill may be introduced again in 
the Lower House during the next session. 
If, in that session, the Lower House again 
passes the bil] and. the Upper House again 
rejects it, a joint meeting of both Houses 
shall be held, and by a majority at this 
joint meeting the bill shall become law: 
Normally the South. African Parliament 
sits between February and July, and then 
adjourns until the following year; but 
during the recent session three bills, 
passed by the House of Assembly, 
were rejected totally by the Senate. 
They were the Flag Bill, the Iron 
and Steel Bill and the Precious Stones 
Bill. The Senate rejected the Iron and 
Steel Bill because the competition which 
it proposes between the State and the 
Union Steel Corporation has alarmed every 
captain of industry. All parties agree 
that over-production in the diamond fields 
must be checked, but the Government’s 
insistence on retrospective legislation 
proved fatal to the Precious Stones Bill 
in the Upper House.

All friends of South Africa and of the 
Empire must hope that common-sense will 
prevail, and that before the date of the 
referendum arrives a national flag will 
have been fixed by consent—if only be- 
cause the problems of the black population 
demand increasingly the undivided atten- 
tion of South African statesmanship. 


Farmers and Consumers. 


Irish housewives, who khow how much 
cheaper fruit and vegetables always are in 
urban England than in rural Ireland, will 
read with lively interest news communi- 
cated by our London Correspondent. The 
British Food Council, our Correspondent 
says, has recommended that an early in- 
quiry shall be held into the question of the 
sale price of market garden produce. Prices 
charged to the public are said to be grossly 
excessive, ' more particularly when it is 
realised that the farmer and the market 
gardener secure but a fraction of the 
profits.”” An English farmer may get as 
little as a farthing, or even less, per head 
for cabbages which are sold at fivepence 
or sixpence in the retail shops. An even 
larger discrepancy between wholesale and 
retail prices is common in Ireland. In an 
article in the Quarterly Review Mr. $. L. 
Bensusan gives the results of an investiga- 
tion—-extending over twelve weeks, during 
which he journeyed some thousands of 
miles—into the present state of English 
agriculture ; and it is noteworthy that this 
veteran expert traces the chief difficulties 
of the English farmers to the extortionate 
middleman. Mr. Bensusan considers that 
the reported development of English dairy 
herds is exaggerated, and that English 
dairying will not revive while the milk 
trade remains in the hands of combines. 
“Whereas in Switzerland the milk pro- 
ducer can get three-quarters of the price 
that the consumer pays, in England he 
cannot get half.” In Ireland, he might 
have added, the producer. is lueky. when 
he gets a third. Mr. Bensusan declares 
that during last April, May and June the 
price paid by the London Metropolitan 
combine did not exceed 1ld. a gallon for 
contract milk, and sometimes went as low 
as 64d. to isolated farmers; but the price 
to the consuming public was never less 
than two shillings. 

Mr. Bensusan found many reforms sorely 
needed. Everywhere he was told that the 
outcry about the sorry state of the farmer's 
industry was doing harm by tightening 
credit. He found some farmers pleading 
for a tax on imported flour, but he con- 
siders that the root cause for the failure

This year English farmers have gained by 
the embargo on the importation of fresh 
pork from the Continent, but the bacon 
factories complain of irregularity of size 
and shape in supplies. Mr. Bensusan sets 
the highest hopes on the system vf 
intensive grass farming which is being 
‘carried out experimentally this year—as 
we have described—on some eighty farms 
in Britain and Ireland ; yet all the reforms 
in production and organisation that he 
found wanting are small compared with 
the urgently needed reform of marketing. 
“The real enemies of agriculture are the 
rings, the trusts, the combines,” he says.

Theatre-goers. 


Modern thestré-goers endure, stoically 
enough, the discomforts of the queue. 
Some of them are prepared, if necessary, 
to camp out all night rather than to miss 
the first appearance of their favourite 
actor in a new fréle; and thunder, 
lightning and rain all are in the day s 
work. Greater danger and inconvenience 
were suffered by devotees of the drama 
in’ the early part of the nineteenth 
century. The Times of October 15th 


one hundred years ago referred to a 
petition presented to the magistrates of 
Bow street, “ signed by a number of re- 
spectable persons, praying that an addi- 
tional number of officers might be placed 
round the entrance to Drury-lane and 
Covent-garden Theatres, for the purpose of 
preventing the many acts of robbery that 
took place there while the public were 
struggling for admission.” As many as a 
hundred thieves congregated at the pit 
entrance to Drury-lane Theatre, and a 
small number of police officers was en- 
tirely unable to cope with them. Evidently 
the queue system was not then in vogue, 
and, in those scrimmages for admission, 
the battle generally must have been to the 
strong. In the “Essays of Elia’’ there are 
many vivid glimpses of the theatre in 
these good old days—the “struggling up 
inconvenient stair cases, pushed about, 
and squeezed and elbowed by gallery 
scramblers ”; the “anxious shrieks’’ and 
“the delicious ‘Thank God, we are safe!’ 
when the topmost stair, conquered, let in 
the first light of the whole cheerful theatre 
down beneath us.” A man who endured the 
risk of being knocked on the head or of 
having his pocket picked, and the proba- 
bility of being bruised in the fray, well 
might pride himself on his devotion to 
drama. Theatre-going is not quite so ad- 
venturous an undertaking nowadays. The 
majority of us are content with the excite- 
ments provided on the stage or on the 
“ silver screen.”

COURTHOUSE.

A NEGLECTED GEM. 


(BYJ.M.H) — . 

A good Irish topographical dictionary of 
1840" des¢ribes Duniavin as the property 0} 
the Tynte family, a town of 2,500 inhabitagts 
on the borders of Kildare and Wicklow, 
“built on an eminence ‘surrounded by higher 
ground.’ and having a courthouse ‘‘. which 1s 
a handsome building of hewn stone, with four 
projecting porticoes and crowned In the 
centre by a dome.’’, The courthouse of 
Dunlavin is the subject of this note. 

It is more than a handsome building; it 1s 
a little gem of architecture. Windows are 
broken; door and bells are gone, but there 
still remains the classical elegance that _was 
imposed on the mountain. granite. Such 
things are rare in small Irish country towns, 
and should not escape notice; yet I had never 
heard anyone speak of this courthouse at 
Dunlavin, nor is there any account of it inp 
any modern book about Ireland. Indeed, 
an exhaustive topographical survey of Ireland 
to-day is very much wanted ; one has nowhere 
to turn for up-to-date information about 
places off the tourist track. The old books of 
this kind (like Wakefield's, for example) were 
excellent productions. 

To return to Dunlavin—when and by whom 
was its courthouse built? Here the old 
dictionaries and books of Irish travel fail us; 
for, while they all note the beauty of this 
little temple, each tells a different story. 
According to the dictionary, already quoted, 
the market house in the centre of the prin- 
cipal street “ was said to have been erected ” 
by the Right Hon. Sir R. Tynte at an expense 
af £1,200, and had been thoroughly repaired 
in 1835, when one end of it was fitted up as 
a courthouse by Lady Tynte. The 7opographia 
Hibernia, on the other hand, attributes the 
building to the Right Hon. James (Worth) 
Tynte, who lived at the beginning of the 
“p was century. A third volume, which 
I have consulted, gives a much earlier date— 
the “ close of the sixteenth century '’—and its 
author as Robert Tynte. 

WREN AT DUNLAVIN. 

There were several Robert Tyntes, the first 
of -whom, a Cork gentleman, married, 
secondly, Elizabeth, the widow of Spenser, the 
poet. It seems unlikely that the court or 
market house was built by a Tynte “ at the 
close of the sixteenth century, because the 
Tyntes only came to Wicklow in 1702, when 
James Worth Tynte married Hester Bulkeley, 
of Dunlavin. However, according to a local 
tradition the courthouse stood in. 1640; for. 
Wren is said to have seen the building and to 
have used it as a model for St. Paul's! 
Another local tradition states that the work 
was -indertaken. to give employment during 
the Great Famine 1741. This: fell in the 
time of a Robert Tynte, presumably the 
Robert Tynte alluded to as the builder in 
the Dictionary of Irish Topography, the son 
of James Worth Tynte. | 

James Worth himself was tne builder, 
according to the Procéedings of the Society 
of Antiquaries, in agreement with the 
Topographia Hibernia. The writer is dis- 
cussing the fate of the famous peal of bells 
belonging to the Black Abbey, in Kilkenny. 
It used to be said that these bells had been 
brought to Blessington, which is some twelve’ 
miles from Dunlavin, and used in the Pro- 
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testant church there. Henry Mainwairing, of 
aly (d. 1635), who held Black Abbey 
after .Cromwell’s time by lease from the 
Corporation, had a daughter, and this 
daughter Seg the Black Abbey property 
to the Rev. . Bulkeley, ancestor of the 
Bulkeleys of Dunlavin. heir son, Sir 
Richard Bulkeley, obtained a charter in 1661 
empowering Dunlavin to hold a market and 
two fairs.

The Late Lord lveagh. 


The. magnificent public park of Ken

The Lister Institute.

It has 
lost its prosperity, however, and its 
industry is dying. Owners are selling their 
smacks and the fishermen’s sons are taking 
any work rather than follow their father a 
occupation. Some of the trouble at 
Brixham mas be local, due to the loss of 
gear owing to entanglement with wrecks 
of vessels sunk during the war; but the 
same tendenty is shown at other ports, and 
it would appear that sailing smacks have 
little chance of successfully competing with 
the large steam trawlers, which have 4 
wide range of operation and can travel to 
fishing crounds far out of reach for tae 
small smacks.

NEW YORK, Friday. 
Karel: Capek’s dream of a mechanical 
man, as was the case with Jules Verne’s 
vision of the submarine, seems within 
measurable distance of realisation. A 
marvellous electrical mechanism, known 


the human voice and carries out orders, 
was exhibited yesterday by the Westing- 
house Electric and Manufacturing Com- 
pany. 

The device responds only to sound, and 
will do nothing unless addressed in the 
proper tone. If the tone is.too high or 
too low, or off the key, the. so-called 
'man ” pays no. attention—one cannot, 
therefore, afford to lose one’s temper with 
it. If it ‘is addressed in the correct 
manner it becomes the perfect subordi- 
nate, answering promptly and precisely 
what is asked of it, and acting at the 
word’ of command, not only with the 
promptitude of a soldier on the barrack 
square, but actually with the speed of 
electricity. 

THE ODD JOB “ MAN.” 

One of these laboratory-made ‘‘ men 
ix so constracted that at the cry of “ open 
sesame ' it opened a door. Another one 
lit a series of lights, started an electric 
fan, turned on a searchlight, operated an 
automatic sweeper and started a signal 
lamp. 

Newer specimens are being experimented 
with which will be addressed by means of 
tuning forks, which will be adjusted to 
emit sounds within the register of the 
human voice. The present specimens, 
however, answer questions or execute com- 
mands addressed to them on a sound wave 
of three different frequencies. 


THREE ACTING AS NIGHT 
WATCHMEN. 

There are at present only three mem- 
bers in existence of this electrical family, 
and they are already earning bread and 
butter. Their duties are to keep a check 
on the reservoirs in connection with the 
Washington water supply and to report 
the number of feet of water in the 
reservoirs whén they are called up by 
telephone from the Water Supply Head- 
quarters, which is under the control of 
the Water Department. 

The height of the water in the reservoir 
regulates instruments so that, at a tele- 
phonic request for information, the 
machine utters one of its chara¢teristic 
notes seyen, eight, nine or ten times, 
according to the height of the water.

PURCHASERS.

The agents of American and English 


} interests are reaping a rich harvest from 


the exportation of Irish greyhounds. For 
months past they have been scouring thé 
country in search of “ longtails’’ suitable 
for the racing track, ‘and the value of 
the Irish greyhound has increased by at 
least 500 per cent. since the unprecedented 
demand set in. | 

One agent has shipped over fifteen 
hundred likely “record” breakers to. 
England alone; another has dealt with a 
couple of hundred in two months; a 
third -has executed a commission for the 
purchase of one hundred and fifty dogs in 
a few weeks. | 

Anything of the shape and make of a 
greyhound .is easily sold. Dogs with 
reputations on the coursing field or the 
track are fetching fancy prices. Recently 
one was sold to a New York “courser” 
for close on £200. The average price 
for the “duffer’’ ranges from fifteen to 
twenty guineas. 

With such a keen. demand for the dogs, 
it is, perhaps, inevitable that there should 
be attempts at deception in the sale of 
dogs. It seems that Irish-bred grey- 
hounds whose bodies, like John Brown’s, 
lie mouldering in the grave, and dogs that 
were ' put down ” as useless as lately as 
two years ago, are smashing world's 
“records ” on the tracks in the United 
States, some by clearing twenty-four feet 
in a jump. 

Apparently the only credentials that are 
required by the purchaser of a dog for 
export take the form of “the papers — 
the registration form, giving*the breeding, 
etc., of the animal. It is not an easy 
matter to procure these forms, inasmuch 
as certain conditions have to be complied 
with in order that the governing authority 
may be satisfied that everything is above 
board. 

Tt seems, however, that certain persons 
have procured bogus forms which bear 
such a striking resembiance to the genuine 
article that it is almost impossible, even 
on a close examination, to detect any 
difference between the official orm and 
the fake. To what exent these faked 
forms have been utilised it is impossible 
to say; but the matter has been causing 
some concern in official coursing circles.

WIRELESS MESSAGE FROM

A telegram received from Paris throws 
more light on the thrilling escape of Miss 
Elder and Captain Haldeman when they 
were forced to descend in the Atlantic 
after their long flight, which has been 
characterised in the French capital as the 
“glorious failure.”’ 

The message, which was received by the 
Associated Press from Captain Goos, of the 
Barendrecht, relates that the daring fliers 
encountered a storm zone as had been pre- 
dicted by the U.S. Weather Bureau. After 
fighting the elements for eight hours they 
emerged triumphant, but found themselves 
far to the south of.the course. which they 
had set. | 

‘FIVE HOURS IN PERIL. 

Then the oil pressure gauge began to 
drop, revealing that the feed pipe had been 
fractured. 

Continuing to fly as best they could, 
Miss Elder and her companion went on 
thus handicapped for five long hours, fear- 
ing every moment that the pistons would 
jam. 

Then ‘when about 350 miles off the 
Azores they sighted the Barendrecht, and 
alighted successfully on the ocean along- 
side the tanker. 

The sailors made fast the aeroplane, and 
the intrepid. girl and her companion 
clambered. aboard “both well, but 
fatigued."’ 

AEROPLANE IN FLAMES. 

Captain Goos agreed to attempt to 
salvage the aeroplane, which was then un- 
damaged. Lines were attached, and the 
task of getting it on board was begun. 

Through some cause or other, and pro- 
bably through petrol spilling on the over- 
heated engine, the petrol tanks ignited, 
and two explosions followéd, the mono- 
plane soon being a mass of flames. 

In view of the explosive character of his 
ship’s cargo the captain was obliged to 
drop the tackle and sheer off, leaving the 
machine to its fate. So quickly. and.com- 
pletely was it burned out that the sailors 
were unable to save anything aboard it. 

It is estimated here from the details 
given by Captain Goos that the American 
Girl’ was in the air for 41 hours 26 
minutes, thus failing to complete the 
flight to the European Continent by about 
six hundred miles.

OF BETTLEMENT. 


From ‘‘ Tae Times’? CORRESPONDENT. 


CAPE TOWN, Friday. 
Accompanied by Princess Alice, the 
Governor-General opened Parliament at 
noón to-day, amid the customary cere- 
monial. 
The Speech from the Throne expressed 
the hope that the three bills rejected by 
the Senate would be disposed of in time 


| for an adjournment early in December for 


the Christmas recess, and declared that the 
‘“‘interests of the country demand that 
these ‘bills be passed at the earliest 
possible moment.” 

After expressing deep. sorrow at the 
death of Sir Charles Coghlan, the Premier 
of Southern Rhodesia, the Speech went on 
to regret the breakdown of the Mozam- 
bique negotiations, which were “ unlikely 
to be resumed at an early date.”’ 

Referring to the agreement with the 
Government of India, the Speech expressed 
satisfaction “that the policy of mutual 
good-will and co-operation in the solution 
of a common problem which has thus 
been initiated is already having results 
beneficial to South Africa.’’ 

The Native Bills and the Liquor Bill 
were among the measures mentioned for 
consideration this session ; also the provi- 
sion of further funds for housing. 


SPEEDING UP THE WORK. 

In the House or Assembly, Genera! 
Hertzog, the Prime Minister, announced 
a motion for accelerating the work of.the 
session. Night sittings will begin next 
Wednesday, and the Government annexes 
Fridays, which are ordinarily given up to 
private members, immediately, and Tues- 
days, the other private members’ day, from 
November 8. 

The Select Committee on the Native 
Bills will resume its interrupted labours 
of last session. 

Dr. Malan, Minister of the Interior, gave 
notice to introduce the Flag Bill on Mon- 
day next, and Mr. Beyers, Minister of 
Mines, intimated his intention to intro- 
duce the Tron and Steel, and the Precious 
Stones Bills. 


TRIBUTES TO LATE RHODESIAN 
PREMIER. 

General Hertzog then moved an un- 
opposed motion of the House's “sense of 
‘profound sorrow, and of the deep loss 
sustained by the people of Southern 
Rhodesia, through the death of Sir Charles 
Coghlan, and that an expression of sym- 
pathy be conveyed to his wife and 
family.” General Hertzog described Sir 
Charles Coghlan as, “ above cverything 
else, a South African.” 

In seconding the motion, General Smuts 
pointed out that Sir Charles Coghlan was 
a son of the old Cape Colony, and ascribed 
Rhodesia’s “very enviable progress” as 
being “in large measure due to the 
statesmanship, wisdom, and leadership of 
Sir Charles Coghlan.” 

Paying a tribute to Mr. Moffat, the 
new Premier of Southern Rhodesia, 
General Smuts said he had no doubt that 
the friendship between the Union and 
Rhodesia would continue to grow “in 


- spite of all appearances te the contrary.” 


THE FLAG BILL. 

The intention of the Government to 
proceéd with the Flag Bill immediately 
does not come as a surprise, although 
some quarters entertained hopes that 
informal negotiations might have taken 
place first. Frankly, the cutlook and 
chances of a settlement are not very bright 
at the moment. 

The position in a nutshell is that 
General Smuts has taken up the suc- 
gestions of Mr. Tielman Roos, the 
Minister of Justice, and has put 
categorical questions to the Government 
based upon them. The Opposition now 
now await an intimation from the Govern- 
ment as to whether it intends to reply to 
those questions. 

After all, Mr. Roos’s suggestions do not 
amount to definite proposals. He has 
given the Flag Bill an interpretation 
which is not borne out by the text of the 
measure. General Smuts has asked the 
Government whether it is willing to amend 
the text so as to make clear the interpreta- 
tion which Mr. Roos arbitrarily puts upon 
it. That was the effect of General Smuts’s 
Bloemfontein speech. 


THE GOVERNMENT STANDS FIRM. 

Two things need to be made ¢cléar—first, 
that Mr. Roos has not *made definite over- 
tures; second, that the Government has 
not identified itself with Mr. Roos’s inter- 
pretation oí the Flag Bill. 
| Indééd, the Government's attitude, as 
défined this morning in a statement given 
to. the Government organ, Die Burger, by 
Dr: Malan, is that it has not the faintest 
intention to make the smallest alteration 
in the bill, and, for its part, is awaiting 
overtures from the Opposition. 

: With each side thus declaring that it 
waits for a move from the other, the 
position seems to be a deadlock. 

AN APPEAL TO THE DEFEATIST 

ELEMENT. 

Moreover, there is reason to suspect that 
Mr. “Roos. is: not. quite sincere, and that 
his statement was not aimed at a real 
settlement, but was designed to appeal to 
any defeatist element there might be in 
the Opposition ranks.. 

If it was an attempt.to divide the 
Opposition, it has failed; for the Bloem- 
fontein speech of General Smuts has 
gained. universal approval among oppo 
nents of the bill and closed any cleavages 
in their ranks.

MEDICAL ASPECTS OF THE ACT. 
some Medical Aspects oí the Workmen's

AL the opening meeting of the clinical session 
at the Meath Hospital.

best traditions of the profession. 

In the consideration of concrete cases'a 
medical man may be called upon to give 
evidence of fact firstly, and secondly as to 
the probable effects of any. injuries on the 
man’s future health. ,

ledge acquired as students in a hospital, and 
not modified by observation afterwards in the 
homes of the sufferers, - It is difficult to form 
an estimate as to how long it will be after a 
patient leaves hospital before he really 
recovers, or if he ever will completely recover. 
| Considering the case of head injuries, it is.a 
common belief that ‘a man is never quite 
himself again after a bad head injury. ere 
is full justification for this belief. 

Of some ten cases under the lecturer’s own 
observation in ‘one. year, five developed 
epilepsy or became so queer that they became 
a charge on their relatives. 

THE MALINGERER. 

Another factor comes into the con- 
sideration of compensation cases is. the 
malingerer, who gives trouble to both doctors 
and courts of justice, and has done much to 
vitiate the good working of the Act. There 
are two classes of malingerers—the mild type 
who has a genuine injury, and while slowly 
recovering nurses his complaints and keeps 
them up long after any man having no hope 
of compensation would be curved and back at 
work. He ‘always gets cured if a suitable 
compensation is. paid. 

The other type oí malingerer is the man 
who strains his back and complains of pain 
and stiffness, trusting to the fact that neither 
judge nor doctor can see the pain. This 
man, if boldly turned down by the insurance 
company, may not proceed to court, but, such, 
a number of these cases exist that their.

MODERN LAIRAGES. 


The new lairages, now on the point of 
completion at the Manchester City Abattorrs, 
may be described as the best equipped ‘3 
the country. The limited space at the 
disposa! of those responsible for its erection 
was a great handicap, hut a fine three-storey 
building built of biick and reinforced con 
crete, was finally evolved, complete in every 
detail for the quick and eltiment handling ol 
the cattle and sheep which will eventually 
find their way into the adjacent dead meat 
market. The smallest detail has not been 
overlooked. 

All the pens on each floor are fitted wth 
racks for fodder, which do not encroach on 
the space allotted to the animals, acl the 
watering tanks ave of the latest automatic 
type. There is, therefore, no fear of the 


i 
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the carelessness of the drover. There are 
also hydrants on each floor for cleansing, ov 
for use in the remote possibility of fire. 
The drains are so constructed that in case 
of a stoppage the whole of the system can 
be ‘‘rodded’’ out right through to the main 
outlet. On each floor is a collecting space for 
the animals and a fodder-room, and the first 
and second floors are fitted with chutes for 
the quick removal of manure. A cathead 
has also been fixed on the roof by which 
fodder can be drawn up to the fodder-room, 
or alternatively for the removal of animals 
in case of natural death. 

There aro also separate feed passages 
behind each manger on the ground floor, 
which has accommodation for about 150 tied- 
up beasts and eight pens, capable of holding 
about 150 loose cattle. On the first floor 
there is approximately room for 200 loose 
cattle, or, alternatively, 840 sheep. It 's 
intended to use the second floor entirely for 
sheep and lambs, and about 1,000 can be 
penned here, though the collecting space 1s 
also available should necessity arise, which 
will hold a further 130 animals. Each floor 
has doors, the top half of which will open and 
can be used for ventilation, although the 
numerous windows would undoubtedly suffice 
for this purpose. Each floor is approached 
by an inclined runway with a separate space 
for the drover, who will, in case of the 
animals becoming congested, be able to move 
without fear of injury to himself. . 

Charles Dickens in one of his graphic 
sketches pictures the ill-treatment to which 
animals destined for food were subjected. 
It is pleasing to note the revolution which 
has taken place since so much attention 's 
being paid to the care of the animals so 
that the meat shall reach the consumer in 
the best possible condition.

EFFECT OF HOUSE-BUILDING 
ON IMPORTS. 


at the Luton 
Commerce jubilee banquet in London, 
Mr. A. M. Samuel, M.P., Parliamentary 
Secretary for Overseas Trade, said that, 
taking all trades together, the outlook was 
favourable.

NEW SCIENCE TO FIGHT 
DISEASE SCOURGE. 


The newest medical science is ' immuno- 
logy,’’ which has been scheduled as a special 
«curse at London University. Its parent 
science is bacteriology, with which it forms 
a important subject of study for the Uni- 
versity’s newly-established diploma of 
bacteriology. BY 

Six advanced graduates of medicine are 
attending the laboratories at the temporary 
home of their division of the London School 
of Hygiene, but a new building, provided by 
the feller trustees, will be ready in 1929 
for the study of this science. 

“Immunology,” explained a medical ex- 
pert, “deals with natural and artificial 
methods for the prevention of communicable 
diseases. Small-pox and yellow fever are 
diseases against which we have long been

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SALMON FISHING.

CURTAILING USE OF NETS IN 
THE LIFFEY. 

The Minister for Fisheries has made a by- 
law under the Fisheries Act prohibiting the 
use o: nets for the capture of salmon between 
sunset and sunrise on that part of the River 
Liffey, ‘‘ which is between the termination of 
the space of half a mile from the mouth of 
the River Deodder, as defined under the 
Fisheries Acts, and a line drawn across the 
said River Liffey parallel with, and 
hundred yards to the westward, of 
western side of the bridge known as Sarah 
Bridge.’ 

It ia also prohibited to have on board a 
boat a net for capturing salmon between 
sunset and sunrise ou that part of the Liffey 
which is between the eastern side of 
O'Connell Bridge and the line defined above. 

The penalty for an infringement of the 
by-law is a fine not exceeding £6.

compensation to John Lane for a personal 
injury which he suffered on the 22nd Feb- 
ruary last while travelling on one of the tram.

POSITION.

SCARCITY OF .MALE 
TEACHERS, 
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From Oun Reporter. 


. ULONGS, Friday. 

The Right Rey. James MacManaway, D.D., 
Bishop of Clogher, presided at the annual 
meeting of the Clogher Diocesan Synod, held 
in the Protestant Hall, Clones, to-day, There 
wes a | attendance of clergy and. laity. 
Mr. Michael FE. Knight, solicitor, acted as 
assessor to the Bishop. 

The President, who was received with ap- 
plause, mentioned that the fine hall in which 
they were assembled had been opened re 
cently as the result of the hearty co-operation 
of all Protestants in the town and district. 
These efforts were helped and encouraged by 
the support given, not merely in words, but 
in contributions of money and other gifts for 
t r sent in by the Roman Catholics 
of the town. (Applause.) That mazifesta- 
tion of yood feeling was most warmly appre- 
ciated by all who were responsible for the 
erection of this commodious building, which, 
he trusted, would prove to be a benefit and 
blessing to the whole community. while very 
especially meeting a long-felt want in the 
case of the Protestants of Clones and its 
neighbourhood. (Applause.) 

Continuing, the Bishop referred to the 
losses that the Church had suffered by death 
during the year. Outside their diocese, he 
said, the Church had suffered far more than 
they could express in words, The Bishop of 
Meath, who was respétted and beloved by all 
whe knew him, was called home with 
startling suddenness—called at a time when 
he had barely learned the particulars of his 
diocese, The great Provost of Trinity Col- 
lege—the late Most Rev. and Right Hon. 
John Henry Bernard—was a scholar, a thinker 
and a churchman, well known beyond the 
confines of these countries, Education lost in 

im a man of statesmanlike outlook, and the 
Church had lost a conspicuous and sagacious 
eadey. 

FINANCE. 

Discussing the financial position of the 
diocese, he said that in December, 1926. the 
different assessments had been paid in 
generously and punctually. It was most en- 
couraging to note how, notwithstanding their 
many and great difficulties, the farmers had 
met their honourable obligations, evineing 
their determination to keep their several 
parishes out of debt. The present year was 
not an encouraging one in many respects, but 
he would appeal to their synodsmen to use 
their best efforts in seeing that the assess- 
ments were got in in good time—before the end 
of December. 

The Board of Religious Education had an 
excellent report to lay before them—3,448 
children presented themselves for examina- 
tion. He wished that he could have had a more 
favourable report of the Board of Missions. 
They had held conferences at Clones and 
Rnniskillen to endeavour to form parochial 
committees or groups who would study re- 
ports and spread the knowledge throvhout 
the parishes, There were very few parishes, 
he felt, where even three or four could not be 
got gn at intervals to discuss the great 
need for help; the loud ery for instruction, 
The Church, without a missionary spirit, was 
more than half dead. The very same aceusa- 
tion, it was to be feared, applied to a parish, 
in the highest sense. He hoped that the 
report of 1927 would show a more general 


awakening. 
TEMPERANCE, 

The temperance movement was somewhat 
difficult to analyse unless they looked carefu'ly 
all round them. They no longer measured the 
temperance movement by the number of 
pledges given and taken. They looked rather 
to the instruction imparted to their young 
people; to the constant and _ persistent 
awakening of public opinion. Public opinion 
was not to be set aside on this question, and 
public opinion was to-day, thank God, on the 
side of temperance in all classes of society. 
They should all encourage, by precept and 
example, the spread of temperance in their 
beloved country. 

IS PROTESTANTISM FAILING? 

Mr. M. E. Knight, solicitor, in proposing 
the adoption of the diocesan report, said that 
they had every reason to be thankful... ven 
they considered the times through which they 
were passing, with agriculture in a depressed 
condition, they were filled with admiration for 
the loyalty and devotion of their people to 
the Church in that diocese. He read in the 
newspapers the other day a statement by 
a man at a meeting of a certain society 
in Dublin, in which he said that Protestantism 
was failing. That was just what one would 
expect from a gentleman who was described 
as “a former Anglican clergyman who went 
over to the Church of Rome.’’ That state- 
ment was not correct. So far as Ireland was 
concerned, Protestantism was not failing, 
(Applause) The Church was going along 
steadily, holding aloft the light of the true 
Gospel, and, in his opinion, it was going to 

lay a greater part in the future than it 
had played in the past in the history of the 
country, (Applause.) 

Protestantism had a tremendous respon- 
sibility on its shoulders, both North and 
Seuth, and he thought that he might say 
of the part that he lived in (the Free State) 
that ameng the most law-abiding, God-fear- 
ing people were the members of the Church 
of Ireland. When, with many a goed reason, 
they might have stood aloaf, they had been 
willing to shoulder their share of the re- 
sponsibility attaching to the new order of 
affairs in this land, They had lent their 
support to every department of public life ; 
and he said that public life had been the 
better of having such men associated with it. 
Their only fear for the future was the fear 
of failure or weakness from within. The 
Church had a wonderful record in this land 
for hundreds of years. They knew that there 
was another Church which would assail them 
to-morrow if she could; but if the Church of 
lroland was true to her principles, and if 
they were true to their teaching, if their 
daily life and all their relationships with 
their fellow men were conducted in accord- 
ance with the teaching of their Divine 
Master and the teaching of their Church, 
then they could confidently look to the 
future, 

Archdeacon Ruddell seconded the resolu- 
tion, end it was supported by the Earl of 
Belmore and adopted. 


EDUCATION AND MISSIONS. 

The report of the Board of Religious Educa- 
tion showed that for the year 1926-1927 the 
number of children examined was 5,448—the 
greatest total curing the past fifteen Ls 
and 166 more than last year's total, though 
the number oí schools was 108, compared with 
111 in 1925-1926. 

The Board of Missions reported that no 
adequate effort was being made by the 
diocesan and parochial organisations to take 
their proper place ip the evangelisation of the 
heathen, Mohammedan and Jewish peoples. 
It was trusted that the ‘‘ World Call ' would 
receive @ better response next year 

The Diocesan Church of Ireland Temperance 
Society reported a small but steady increase 
during the past three years in the number of 
schools which had entered for examinations 
under the Temperance Education Board. The 
future of the temperance cause, it was pointed 
out, depended, in a large measure, on the 
instruction which the youth of the country 
received, he evidence of teal general in- 
terest in the work was difficult to discover, 
The Committee regretted that this apparent 
lack of interest was manifested further in the 
financial support accorded to the work of the 
Societ

very strong measures be taken, and 
offenders drastically dealt with, should 
any case of its kind be discovered. 

The Committee was glad to learn that 
an Owners’ Association is being formed 
with a strong Committee appointed, as no 
doubt such an association will be found 
a useful source from which the ruling 
bodies can obtain information regarding 
matters affecting the interests of owners in 
conhection with racing. 

The present rate of officials’ fees and cost 
of advertising in the Racing Calendar, 
which were criticised by the Irish Provin- 
cial Race Executives’ Association, were 
considered. 

The charges to race meetings under the 
heading of “ Officials’ Fees,” which in- 
clude Clerk of the Course, J udge, Starter, 
Clerk of the Scales, Handicapper, Inspec-

The Committee suggest that the Stewards 
might consider reducing the charge to £30 
per day for meetings holding two days’ 
racing during the year, with the exception 
of Punchestown and Galway. 

The total amount. received by the 
Registry Office under the heading 
‘‘ officials’ fees ” is much less than the total 
amount actually paid to officials: the 
balance is made up from the funds of the 
Turf Club and Irish National Hunt 
Steeplechase Committee. 

The entire racing accounts for each 
meeting are undertaken by the Turf Club's 
clerical staff at no cost whatsoever to the 
meetings themselves, and the Committee is 
of the opinion that the above charges are 
not excessive. Reductions have previously 
been made, and the Committee feel they 
a further reduction 
other than that already mentioned. 

On examining the charges for adver- 
tising in the Racing Calendar the Commit- 
tee cannot reasonably recommend any 
reduction. 

The lrish Racing Calendar is the official 
publication of the Turf Club, the compila- 
tion of it demands the exercise of great 
care and accuracy and a staff of clerks, 
conversant with racing work, is employed. 

The uniform charge for advettisements 
is 48. per inch, and 2s. per inch for any 
repeat advertisements. This ‘compares 
very favourably with the rate of charyes 
made by the daily and weekly papers, 
which the Committee understands is as 
follows : — 

20s. per inch one daily paper. 

18s. per inch another daily paper. 

10s, and lis. per inch for weekly papers. 

The papers obtain from the Racing 
Calendar (gratis)' all patticulars of pro- 
grammes, entries, handicaps, etc., etc.

WINNINGS OF IRISH-BRED 
HORSES IN U.S.A. AND CANADA, 


Racing statistics of ‘Irish:bred horses in 


United States and Canada show that for the 
three months from July Ist to October Ist 
twenty-nine horses won fifty: three races value 
$86,100. The chief contributor was the Co. 
Limerick- bred Kentucky II., winner of the 
Dwyer Stakes, a three year-old race, value
